THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


The history of American business after 


- the Civil War proved that a period of 


expansion and prosperity may follow after 
the destruction and waste of a great war. 
While Europe is now impoverished, re- 
posts are already given out of .great or- 
ders for materials that they will place in 
this country. They will buy great quan 
tities of food. These demands will go far 
to keep the farms and factories busy. 
Up to April, 1917, the United States was 
growing rich on the war. Enormous 
quantities of food and munitions were 
shipped across. America in effect swap- 
ped its supplies in return for the cancella- 
tion of vast debts owed by its various en- 
terprises to Burope. Thus the war turned 
the United States from a debtor to a ered- 
itor nation, And all through the period 


“after this country entered the war, it kept 


shipping great quantities of supplies to 
its allies and the neutrals, from which a 
constant stream of wealth is still flowing 
in. d 
Furthermore people lived more simply 
during the war period and cut down many 
lines of . expenditure “A great deal of 


“money “was put into Liberty bonds that 


used to go to luxuries. 

It seems a fair judgment that the war 
period of 1917-1918 has not impoverished 
the United States at all. There is proba- 
bly more wealth in the country than at 
the beginning of the period. The total 
balance of property over all debts is 
probably greater than then. If so, there 
is more capital: for productive enterprises 
and for the employment of labor. 


THE VALUE OF REPUTATION 


It is amazing how a business repttation 
will-last once it- becomes thoroughly estab- 
lished. A man walked into a drug store 
the other day and bought a cake of shav- 
ing soap. He remarked afterward that 
it had just the same familiar trade name 
as the first cake he ever bought for his 
downy beard thirty years before. During 
that time no doubt hundreds of rivals had 


. tried to get a foothold. But the estab- 


lished line, if kept.up and well pushed, 
will hold its line aganist a field of com- 
petitors a long tme. 

In most cases where some noted article 
has maintained its hold that way for a 


- period of years, it will almost invariably 


be found to have been accomplished by a 
consistent policy of advertising. 

The same policy applies both to nation- 
‘ally advertised goods, and to a retail 
store. The returns from efforts to increase 
sales, and in particular of newspaper pub- 
licity, are not to be measured, as some 
merchants think; with the sales that come 
in from day to day as the particular no-
